Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues prior art references, Haller et al. 
and Cambell do not teach the feature of storing the consumer profile information in a central data repository comprising a plurality of 
information accounts associated with a plurality of different consumers as outlined in the independent claims. Claim 13 has been 
amended to include this feature. However, the examiner respectfully maintains the rejection. Haller et al. teaches a wallet database 158 in 
which information relating to financial data is stored (see Figure 1C, col. 5 line 6 through col. 104 line 28). Haller et al. teaches standard 
operations in the transmission of data and that various protocols may be implemented for the encapsulation of payment protocols. Also 
note Figure 14 step 1450 STORE CAPTURE RESPONSE, col. 23 line 60 through col. 24 line 5. Haller et al. provides for Gateway 
configuration in performing functions such as for receiving, logging (i.e. storing), monitoring and reporting information [note: col. 85 line 40 
through col. 87 line 58]. Cambell et al. teaches financial transaction management when exchanged in a distributed environment and 
provides for parsing with respect to profile type corresponding to the financial transaction note security groups Figure 5 and 7, paragraphs 
0053, 0076 and 0152. The teaching of security groups provide for proper authorization and access of the data. . 
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
